REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, a device comprising: 
a drain electrode laterally spaced from a source electrode along one major side of the 
semiconductor body; wherein the gate electrode and the source electrode are arranged 
in a wholly opposed laterally overlapping relationship to each other; and wherein the 
gate electrode is located on an opposite side of the semiconductor body layer to the 
source electrode as instantly claimed, and in combination with the additional limitations.
